HEALTH 


INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
-During the late summer, par- 
ents are apt to think, with fear in 
their hearts, of infantile paralysis, 
or, as it is often called, polio. Epi- 
demics of the disease are most apt 


to break out from June {6°Septem- | 


ber. In this country, the disease 
reaches its peak in the latter 
month. 


Infantile paralysis is feared, not 
only because of the deaths it caus- 
es—many other diseases take more 
lives—but because it so frequent- | 
ly leaves its victims crippled for 
life, and because little is known 
about the virus which causes the 
disease. Therefore, few preventive 
measures can be taken against it. 

Infantile paralysis is caused by 
a virus so small it can not be seen 
through the most powerful micro- 
scope. As yet no means of pre- 
vention or cure has been discov- 
ered. There have, however, been 
advances in treatment. This, with 
the creation of additional facilities 


the disease. 

The Foundation emphasizes that, 
although there is no known cure 
for polio, quick action may pre- 
vent crippling, and urges that med- 
ical advice be sought immediately 
if polio is suspected. The first 
syinptoms -are often a headache, 
unexplained fever, a cold or an 
upset stomach. If any of these 
symptoms appear, a doctor should 
be called. 

People who are very tired are 
more apt to get the disease than 


those who get sufficient rest. 
Chills may weaken resistance to 

the diseasc—so do not stay in cold 
water too long. And do not swim 
in water polluted by sewage or 

other filth. 

Since waste and uncovered gar- 
bage may be sources of infection, 
‘the community should be kept 
clean and every effort should be 
[ made to protect food from flies and 
other insects. 

The Foundation warns against 
having tonsils or acenoids remov- 
ied during the polio epidemic sea- 
-son, since it is beheved that chil- 
dren are more susceptible to polio 
after these operations.
